Circuit Judg-e Stanley, wfeo sat In the ab- 
sence of Justice Perry. The Important 
legal points decldtd are as follows 


"An oral acceptance by one party of a 
written offer signed by the other is suffi- 
cient to enable tho former to enforce spe- 
cific performance against the latter, not- 
withstanding the statute of frauds. 


"A subsequent oral contract may oper- 
ate as an extinguishment of or substitu- 
tion for the original, so as to prevent the 
enforcement of the latter, or as only a 
modification of It, so as to permit Its en- 
fcrcement, subject also to the enforce- 
ment of the modification at the defend- 
ant's option. 


"A contemporaneous oral modification 


cannot, In the absence of fraud, mistake 
o- part performance, be relied on by eith- 
er party. 


"In the present case on general demur- 


rer tfie bill for specific performance 
Is 
held sufficient on the theory that there 
was a written offer signed by the party to 
bp charged and accepted orally by the 
other, and that if there was an oral modi- 
fication It did not operate as an extin- 
guishment of the original contract." 
The case la reversed and remanded to 
the Fifth Circuit Court for further pro- 
ceedings.

of legal talent that appeared in court 
when the case was called it Is going to 
be one of the most notable of the year. 
There was Attorney General Dole as- 
sisted by ex-Attorney General W. O. 
Smith who prosecuted the case at the 
trial in the Circuit Court, representing 
the prosecution. MarshalTs attorney, J. 
T. DeBolt, High Sheriff Brown, United 
States District Attorney Balrd and oth- 
ers. 
The court room was full of those 


Interested In the case. 


At the outset Judge Estee announced 


that the matter was one of peculiar In- 
terest and he would ask that the Unlt- 
d States District Attorney act as aml- 
us curlae In the matter. 
"It Is rather a serious matter for this 
:ourt to act as an appellate court to 
pass upon a matter which has been de- 
Mded by the Supreme Court of the Ter- 
ritory," said Judge Estee, "but ,the 
msiness of this court is to consider all 
cases when It appears that any person

"As It is likely that the case will last

DEATH RECALLS 


THE WORK HE DID 


The Late Thomas Sunny's Ac- 


complishment at Kihei 


Plantation. 


(Special Correspondence.) 


WAILUKU, Maul. Oct. 13.— The death of 


Thomas J. Sunny, which occurred at Ma- 
kewao on September 30th, recalls 
the 


great undertaking at Klhel plantation, of 
which he had charge. Months ago it waa 
decided that it would be less expensive to 
sink a shaft and establish a -pumping sta- 
tion at 300 feet elevation than it would to 
lay four miles of large pipe twenty feet 
below the surface- running from the sea- 
shore to camp No. 3, built at an eleva- 
tion of 300 feet. 


This latter procedure would have been 


necessary in case the pumping plants had 
been set up at sea level. When Mr. 
Sunny declared that he would sink the 
300-foot shaft and at the bottom of it ex- 
cavate a chamber 71 feet long, 29 feet 
wide and 16 feet high, and have the work 
all accomplished by the 16th of Septem- 
ber last, the Rlsdon Iron Works and oth- 
er mining experts said it was Impossible. 
But Sunny emphatically stated that he 
would do it or die. He kept his promise. 
The task was accomplished; but the wor- 
ry and responsibility of the vast under- 
taking caused his health to give way, and 
after several weeks of sickness he died. 
Opposite the f!?St chamber, another one 
Is bting cxccvated, 8G feet long, 21 feet 
wide and 19 foet high. In these 
two 


chambers two Immense pumping plants 
are to be placed— one manufactured by 
the Hisdon Iron Works and tho other by 
Fraser & Chalmers. 


The 300-foot shaft, up which the water 


is to be lifted or forced, Is fourteen feet 
Icng by seven feet wide. On the surface 
nfar the opening of the shaft several en- 
gines arc continually puffing and worklns 
tn supply electricity for the lights that 
illumine the shaft and chambers; to corn- 
prtss air for the drills, and for other pur- 
poses. 
An elevator ronvovp the workmen up 


and down the cront hole. It la stated on 
tho be<?t of authority that there Is an In- 
. xhaustlble supply of good water at camp 
•i. Klhei.

three years ago, for the reason that it 
was only two years ago in July when I 
first came to Wailuku as Government 
physician. 
I did examine the school at 


the beginning of the September term In 
1&9£ and fount! no suspect cases. 


"I did not examine the school last Sep. 


tember—not because I had not the time, 
but because In August I was thrown from 
my buggy and was so badly injured that 
I was confined to my bed for three 
months, and was not able to rehume my 
practice till November, at which time I 
was still on crutches. 
Being- unable to 


examine any of. the schools In my district 
in September, I began the examination of 
them early in January. Before I had 
reached the Waihee school, the plague 
brcke out in Kahulul, and I waa detailed 
by the Board of Health to go and remain 
at Kahulul, which I did. 


"So far as the examination of the Wai- 


hee school, In September of this year is 
concerned, the record which I bave kept 
shows quite plainly what"! have done. 
At my first visit I asked the principal 
whether I shc*ild have the children un- 
dressed and 
examined 
altogether, 
or 


whether he preferred that I should exam- 
ine them without undressing them. He 
preferred the latter method, and. In def- 
erence to his wishes, I did so. It is not 
necessary for me to state the examina- 
tion was a thorough one; yet, in order 
not to do an injustice to any of the chil- 
dren, I reserved my judgment till I could 
have time to examine my records further 
in my office. This I did, and the action 
which I took was based on both examina- 
tion and consideration. Mr.

the 


piinclpal, has since told me that he

perfectly satisfied with the 
manner 
In 


which the inspection of his school was 
made," 


THE JAPANESE CHUHCH. 


Rev. O. H. Oullck recently visited Wai- 


luku and held morning and evening ser- 
vices in Japanese at the Japanese Church. 
At the conclusion of the morning services 
he administered the sacrament of bap- 
tlrm to seven adult Japanese. "Consider- 
able interest 
Is manifested 
in church 


work by the Japanese, and although the 
actual membership of the church is only 
twenty, yct-the attendance averages over 
100. 


Church doclables are made a feature 


and are quite popular. The church ser- 
vices and sociables are principally 
at- 


tended by men, very few women attend- 
ing. A flourishing Sunday school forms 
an Important adjunct, the teachers -be- 
ing the pastor, Rev. H. Tanaka, his wife 
and Miss Nape. 


The pagtor is working hard to Improve 


the moral condition of the Japanese, 
In 


which effort he should meet the hearty 
approval of the people of Wailuku. He 
also conducts a free evening school in 
Knglish three evenings in the week. 


The efforts 
which 
the Japanese put 


fr.rth to assimilate the civilization of the 
mere enlightened races is pathetic In its 
earnestness, and Is a presage of what the 
Japanese nation will one day become.

Registration, 


OF 11,216 


Rather Smaller Number Than was 


Anticipated—Less Than Un- 


der Monarchy.

LTHOUGH HAWAII'S population 


has largely increased during the 
past year, it would not appear so 


from the figures given out yesterday by 
Wray Taylor, Registrar of Voters. While 
la the dying years of the Monarchy the 
last registration of voters gave a total 
of 14,300, the registration this year shows 
but 11,216, a decrease of very nearly 3,000 
in about eight years. 


Prom these figures It would appear as 


though there had been great indifference 
on the part of the enfranchised citizens of 
thn Territory or else that there had been 
a decided decrease in population, which 
hypothesis Is unbelievable. That the total 
strength of Honolulu's vote has not been 
brought out Is certain, according to the 
statements of those who have known the 
City of old, and the same must be true 
of the other districts of the Islands. On 


i Hawaii, for example, but 2,715 voters have 
[signed their names to the rolls, while -in 
Maul district there are S.05S, and It seems 
scarcely credible that there IB but a dif- 
ference of 653 in the voting strength of the 
! two districts under normal- conditions. It 
is more to be credited that the voters of 


I the Island of Hawaii have Dot come out 
IT be registered In this first election un- 
der the Territory. 


Mr. Taylor haa been receiving the fig- 


ures from the different Islands during the 
ptst week, and the last returns came in 
yesterday from Kaual, so he was able to 
give out last evening a complete state- 
ment of the registration from each pre- 
cinct In the Islands.

THEJOTTLE 


Three Killed by Drink 


On Hawaii. 


CRUEL ENDS A CAROUSE 


Natives at Kailua Attend Prince 


David's Luau and Continue 


Imbibing, 


AB a result of a drinking bout pro- 


longed through several days, three 


' people are dead at Kailua, Hawaii, and 


two others are lying in a precarious 
state. The deaths have aroused the 
entire leeward coast of the big Island, 
and whether they were the result of 
foul play or not will be a matter for 
the police department to investigate. 
The news of the fatalities 
was 


brought to this city yesterday by the 
Mauna Loa, which came in in the 
•vinornlng from Maul and Hawaii ports. 


On board was a policeman from Kailua, 
who bad in charge the stomach of one 
of the victims of the tragedy preserved 
in alcohol, as well as several bottles of 
liquor procured from the store where 
the victims are supposed to have pur- 
chased the Uquor which caused their 
deaths. He likewise brought to High 
Sheriff BroWn a letter from Sheriff An- 
drews of Hawaii, giving complete de- 
tails of the whole sorry story. It was 
as follows: , 
"Three deaths occurred here in Kai- 
lua suddenly on Tuesday. October 9th, 
I was at Kohala and took the S. S. 
Upolu for Kallua on the morning of the 
10th. I bad Dr. LJndley make post- 
mortem examination of two of the dead 
todies and I am sending you herewith 
by hand of William Nahale, police offi- 
cer, the stomach of one of the victims, 
Kaeo by name. The other victims were 
Alexander Burgers and his wife, a Ha- 
waiian woman. 
"These, people went to a luau or feast 
given by Prince David on Saturday the 
6th. I understand that liquor was free 
and Burgees and his people, who are 
all given to excesses in this line prob- 
ably took more than was good for them. 
On Sunday the 7th the drunk or spree 
was continued at the house of Kaeo, 
father of Mrs. Burgers, where also lived 
one C. Ako, who is a notorious Uquor 
seller, and who supplied them with all 
they required of gin, brandy and whis- 
ky, he' having Just laid in a stock (one 
case) of each. 


•;'On Monday, the 8th, Kaeo went into 
a sort of comatose condition and so re- 
mained until Tuesday evening, when he 
died. Mr. and Mrs, Burgers, their 
grown up son and another young man, 
Makaku, Continued at Kaeo's house all 
day. Monday drinking and in the even- 
Ing young Burgers went home. 
The 
next- morning (Tuesday) Mr. and Mrs. 
Brugers went home about 4 a. m. Mrs. 
Burgers went home about 4 a. m. Mrs. 
went into the same comatose condition, 
dying about 11, before the arrival of a 
doctor. Mr. Burgers appeared sort of 
dazed when the doctor arrived, but 
very little was said to him. About 3 
p. m. he sent for the doctor (who had 
been performing an autopsy on his 
wife) and said he thought he was go- 
Ing to die, also; that he was blind or 
nearly so. Soon after he went Into the 
same comatose condition and 
died 
about two hours later, and then Kaeo 
died last of all, the two boys, young 
Burgers and Makaku came down sick 
the next morning (Tuesday) and were 
nearly blind and comatose, but they re- 
covered In the afternoon sufficiently to 
sit up and talk intelligently. 
Young 
Burgers told me that the gin they got 
from Ako was in a bottle that had the 
cork drawn. That it tasted queer—flat. 


"A little fluid looking like whisky was 


found In a gin bottle In the house of 
Kaeo. It has a peculiar smell. I am 
Bending It down, although there Is so 
little of it that I am afraid there Is not 
enough for analysis. I also send you 
one bottle each of the gin, brandy an-1 
whisky, which C. Ako had still unsold. 
"Dr. LIndley thinks t.ie liquor they 
drank must have been drugged after 
opening the bottle, possibly that can be 
discovered on analysis of the stomach. 
Mr. Cathcart has Inquired carefully In- 
to the case and can give you Informa- 
tion that I have left out, 


"I expect to return to Hilo, starting 


tomorrow, by the way of Walmea." 
Deputy Attorney General J. W. Cath- 
cart, who returned from Hawaii on the 
Mauna Loa, stated last evening that he 
went down to Kailua from Kohala ear- 
ly In the week to Investigate the details 
of the tragedy. "Dr. LIndley." said he, 
was nonplussed. He was not able to 
ascertain positively what the cause of 
death was. At first he thought they 
were due to alcoholism, but afteV ex- 
amining- the bodies of some of those 
who died,, he could not state positively 
whether this was so or not, so he sent 
the stomach of one of the men who 
filed to Honolulu for examination. The 
police department will give the whole 
matter a careful examination." 
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ILL THE ELECTION of an Irresponsible Legislature

an Irresponsible cla.sa of voters who ha\e not great Interests at stake, the stabil- 
ity of the money market would undoubtedly' be shaken and our credit hurt, 


"Legislative action on questions concerning taxation, appropriations and 
ex- 


penditure of the public funds, together with the placing of ccrta'n men in 
office, 


would all have their bearing on the mone.,' market. 
Bankers know this and 
of 


course have to look ahead In these matters. They are the "ones who are hurt by 
the Irresponsible voter. 
How? 


"Well, for instance, men who have sir.n'l' deposits may have their faith shiikfii 


ind conclude that If certain men are eleit .1 their savings will be In jeopardy T'i«v 
make onrush on the bank and there Is a u<--,,t< stltm in the njuney market at onct. 


"If Bryan is elected the effect on the market here will be even greaUi than 


the result from the election of an Irrespcnsible "Legislature. 
By this I do not 


mean that Bryan personally would do anything to Injure the financial status of the 
country, but there Is a feeling abroad tluough the land that If he Is elected he will 
within a short time after he assumes office pay off debts In 60-cent dollars. What 
will be the result? 
"They will make a rush on all the banks and we will be compelled to call In 


our available funds and the market will be depressed. I Bay this as a citizen and 
a banker. The Irresponsible voter who elects an irresponsible member 
to 
the 


Legislature will do more to hurt his own standing in a financial sense than by 
any other means that I can see. Yes, thin applies to the local political situation." 


Another financier stated that In the event of candidates being sent to the Leg- 
islature whose opinions expressed would be considered a> menace to the money 
stability of the Islands, the bankers would have to call InMhelr reserve and the 
Territorial credit would be affected. 
He said that persona would be prone to lay the blame on the bankers for 
the result of their acts. The very people who passed upon certain legislation 
which would be considered detrimental to the development of the Islands from a 
financial standpoint, would be the first to call the bankers to account. 
"Politics In its relations to the flnantlal status of a community ore far reach- 


Ing." 
said the banker. "Those who do not study the subject have no Idea how lit- 


tle It taCkes to Injure the community." 


M'L'EOD TO ESTABLISH BRANCH OFFICE. 


George McLeod of the Metropolitan Meat Market left last night for San Fran- 
cisco, where he will establish a purchaslnfi agency for the corporation. He will 
open an office there and buy all the meat supplies for the local house. He in- 
tends remaining: on the Coast for a year, although he does not sever his connec- 
tion with the company here. It baa not been definitely settled just what steam- 
ers will carry their meats. One of the new vessels of, the Spreckels line will bring 
a cargo of refrigerator meats. The cattle, sheep and hogs will all come from 
California. 


TRANSFER OF SUGAR PRODUCTION. 


"The 
transfer of sugar production from the plantations of the tropics to the 


farms of the temperate zone la illustrated by figures recently published by the 
Treasury Bureau of Statistics," remarks the California Frult-Orower. 
"They 


show that 95 per cent of the sugar crop of the world was in 1MO supplied by 
sugar cane, a tropical product, and but 5 per cent from beets, a product of the 
temperate zone; while In 1899 but 84 per cent of the world's sugar supply was from 
cane and 68 per cent from beets. How much of this is due to the disappearance 
of slave labor which existed In all cane-producing territory at the beginning of 
the period under review is left to the conplderation of economists and sociolo- 
gists; but It Is a fact that the world's cane-sugar crop of 1899 would little more 
than supply the demands of the United States alone, after filling the needs of the 
countries In which V Is produced." 


METROPOLITAN MARKET SECURES LONG LEASE. 


Manager Waller of the Metropolitan Meat Market has received advices from 


the Austin heirs of Boston, Mass., agreeing to the proposition of the company 
to take on a thirty-years lease of the premises adjoining the property now occu- 
pied by the market There has been a hitch in the proceedings for some time and 
the meat company despaired of coming to terms with the Austin heirs. The Im- 
provements which they have had In contemplation have been withheld on this 
account, but will now be pushed forward without delay. The building will be 
extended to cover all tho property obtained under the thirty-year lease., and will 
run back so as to give accftmmodatlons fo- stabling. A modern refrigerator plant 
will be added, and the store will be remodelled and made modern In every respect,

•ome months ap>. 
Indictments were 


fcund by tlw Grand Jury aga'nst twelve 
of these men, the ones who have been in 
Jfl-U in Honolulu for gome time past, while 
one was discharged. The casea were tried 
before JudgQ Edinga and eleven of the 
Japanese were convicted and received 
sentences of from one year to two years 
in tho Oahu penitentiary. The troubles In 
which they were Involved occurred at the 
plantation of the Kona Sugar Company. 
A number of Japanese work there on tho 
proflt-Bharlnjj plan and they Became dls- 
•atlsfled with their contracts and organiz- 
ed a atrlke against the company. One of 
their number refused to Join the strikers 
and the rest, tho leaders being those who 
were 
recently 
convicted, 
assaulted 


thta man and Injured him quite severely. 
They were arrested and bound over and 
cent to Honolulu until the meeting of tho 
Jnry of the Third Circuit Court.

i_r->vernment in Honolulu at no distant 
date to undertake the Importation of 
aome of the food fishes or the United 
states with a view to their permanent 
introduction 
into Hawaiian 
waters. 


That the Hawaiian fisheries will 
be 


greatly benefitted by such a course is 
not to be doubted. 


Hawaii is fortunate In already pos- 


sessing a great many species of flsh 
among which are a number which are 
toothsome enough to tempt the appetite 
of the most epicurean. Such are the 
mullet, the kawela and others, which 
are good enough for any land and any 
people.

Important everywhere as an article 


of food, flsh are doubly important in 
tropical and 
subtropical 
countries, 


where they should constitute a large 
and Important part of the diet. Un- 
fortunately In Hawaii flsh, because of 
their high price, are a luxury for the 
rich, rather than the dally diet of the 
poor, and so they must continue to be 
unless more efficient methods of deep 
sea fishing are Introduced, or the num- 
ber of inshore species can be multiplied. 


Any means, therefore, tending to in- 


crease the productiveness of the fish- 
eries, and to reduce the price of flsh, 
should be welcomed by every intelli- 
gent citizen of Hawaii. 
It is to be hoped, therefore, that the 


experiment of the importation of food 
fishes from abroad may soon be tried 
and upon a scale and with such care 
as to leave no chances of failure. 


No one who knows anything of the 


United States Flsh Commission, of its 
spirit and of its methods of work, can 
doubt for a moment that it will lend its 
hearty co-operation to such a scheme, 
ana do everything in Its pdvver to Insure 
the selection of the most suitable fish 
for Hawaiian waters and their proper 
shipment to the Islands. 
Important as Is the Introduction of 


new food fishes Into Hawaiian waters, 
there is a matter which is of even 
greater importance. I allude to the 
preservation of the food fish already 
here. No one who visits Hllo beach can 
fall to be struck by the wasteful meth- 
ods of the local fishermen. In the first 
place the nets used are of small mesh 
ann catch large numbers of flsh whose

LL. day yesterday thS habei-s cor- 
pus case which Yap Ktau is

But from the evidence adduced 
it does not look particularly favorable 
for Yap Keau. She is a handsome Ht- 
tle Chinese maiden and she sajs that 
she has a right to enter the Territory 
as she \vas born here, but this Collector 
Stackable denies and he alleges that 
she has no right to enter at all. 


Yap Keau's putative father "Yap Fook 


was on the stand for a good portion of 
the day and he stated tbat the girl w as 
born in Honolulu and went to China 
with her mother ten years ago remain- 
ing there until her mother died which 
was something less than a year ago. 
Then he sent for her and Yap Leong 
her uncle with whom she had been liv- 
ing in China sent her on to the Islands 
under the care of a man named Ngee. 
When she arrived here she was at once 
taken to Quarantine Island and has 
been compelled to remain there for Col-v 
lector Stackable did not believe the 
story of her birth in Honolulu and said 
she must go back to China on the next 
steamer. 


Yap Keau herself, In all the glory of 


silken apparels little white shoes and a 
gorgeous fan, sat on the stand for a 
long hour and her attorney, Judge Da- 
vidson and ^District Attorney Balrd 
plied her with questions. She was not, 
very clear on many points but of a few 
things she was absolutely certain, that 
she was born in Honolulu and went to 
China when she was six year? of age 
and that she is at present sixteen.
